Close off Chain of Death 


Few stories rivet the imagination quite like the deaths last 
week of two north eeunty Missouri women who were appar- 
ently forced from the Old Chain of Rocks Bridge over the 
Mississippi 

We ask ourselves, ‘‘How could this have happened?” And 
the answers we.get are manyfold, but logica 

The bridge has been a regular party site since 1968 when it 
was closed. Today, graffiti of all sorts can be found as 
evidence of- continuing visits 

Access has been blocked, but kids still find their way in. 
Vandals in the past have moved steel, concrete and dirt to get 
onto the structure 

The isolation of-the bridge makes it a perfect escape from 
the view of authorities who center their focus on more 
populated arez 

All of these seem to be legitimate reasons why the bridge 
has become the way it is. But they do not legitimize last 
week’s deaths of Robin and Julie Kerry 

On the Missouri side, authorities removed parking avail- 
ability to limit visitors, but the bridge is still accessible. In 
Illinois, people can park at the Low Water Dam and wander 
up to the site, also just as accessible 

During a visit this week a Press-Record/Journal reporting 
team found only one tiny, bent-over sign indicating a ban on 
trespassing. We also found open manholes and other hazards= 

“The City of Madison has owned the bridge since its days as 
a toll-producing source of revenue. Today, it stands vacant, 
the roadway rerouted across the newer 1-270 bridge. Madison 
leases the bridge to Illini Carriers Inc., & natural. gas 
transmission firm that plans to use the bridgework for its 
own lings 

So who's responsible? We think it’s a combination of the 
City of Madison, its lessee, the county sheriff's deputies who 
should be watching it more, and parents and others who have 
allowed people onto the bridge. We've been asking for 
something like this for years. Tragically, it's happened, and 
if a lawsuit does not result, the lawyers will be amazed. 

Illini Carriers, apparently unaware of the problems on the 
bridge, has voiced an interest in fixing them. We urge that 
firm to work with the other parties to take the necessary 
steps. If it means more steel, dirt and concrete, so be it. If it 
means demolition work, so be it. 

The old Chain of Rocks Bridge must not continue to be a 
Chain of Death,

Our publics must 
have drawn some attention, because just days later sheriff's 
deputies netted 19 arrests in a surprise roadblock crackdown. 

The sheriff’s interest must not wane. As we said before, 
Eagle Park’s proximity to the larger communities along 
Route 3 and 203 make it a perfect springboard for problems 
for those neighbors, too 

We hope to see continuing crackdowns by the county
